recent discovery in Ecuador ha* been com 
municaied to the Paris Academy of Science* 
The beds here found are at Tscunga 
and are thus described : 

Tacunga is a town situated Vj minutes 8 
la? au 1 r-0 deg. 10 min. W. long, from 
P.r ■; it was built in 1521 on the site of 
an In Jian city ; its altitude is 2, 800 meters, 
its mean temperature If deg Centigrade. 
I: Lisa between two rivers, the Alsque and 
the Cutushee. and at the base of the Coto- 
RwSi Its soil rests on a bed of trachyte 
and volcanic tufa, and c>n*i*ts of flue »and 
containing particles of trachyte and pum- 
ice-stone. The saltpeter effloresces on its 
surface, and is copied, as above de- 
scribed. A kilogramme of dry earth here 
produces 14 per cent, of niter, independ- 
ently of nearly I'J per cent, of nitrogen 
combined with orgauic substances. Efflor- 
escence of saltpeter denotes an extremely 
fertile soil; indeed, M Boussingault con- 
si :ers fertility and nitrification to be in- 
timately connected ; the latter, however, 
depend* in a great mea*ure upon certain 
atmospherical conditions: thus, dry wea*h 
er tavern it; but damp, end especially 
rain, will dissolve and wash away the 
niter already ' 

In regard to the ordinary production o 
niter, the following statement is 

Niter, or saltpeter, is a substai 
by nature in astonishing abundance , it is 
to be met with in rain, snow, hail, and 
fogs; in the water of rivers and consequent- 
ly also in the ocean. It is produced in the 
air and various soils; but though found 
everywhere, it is seldom found in large 
quantities; the only spot on the globe 
Where it is met with in this shape is Zare- 
paca, in Peru. Elsewhere this salt makes 
its appearance spontaneously, producing 
efflorescences on the surface not unlike 
vegetation. One day the soil is black and 
damp; the next it is white and crumbles 
into dust. The saltpeter is collected by 
•weeping the surface, and if the weather 
continues fine, a new crop soon appears. 
It is thus they get it on the hauks of the 
Ganges after an inundation; iu Spain they 
obtain it by lixiviating vegetable mould, 
which may, therefore, serve the double pur- 
pose of a profitable niter-bed or a rich 
corn-field.

The natural formation of niter generally 
depends upon the abundance of organic 
mould, which it is easy to replace by a pure 
principle, such as huuiic acid, extracted 
from charcoal or sugar. The simultaneous 
combustion of the humic principle and 
ammonia produces niter. M. Millon 
caused several rectangular basins to be 
dug in Algeria, half a meter long, and 36 
centimeters broad, by Tl in depth. Each 
of them was filled with from 16 to 18 kilo- 
grammes of nitrifiable mould , the basins 
were all rendered water-tight by a kind of 
mastic, and in order to make water pens 
trate to the bottom before it touched the sur 
face, three earthenware pipes were insert- 
ed perpendicularly into the mould, so that 
the water poured through them first reach- 
ed the bottom of the basin and then, grad- 
ually spreading, was sucked up by the 
mould, which at length became damp at 
the surface. The water thus supplied wee 
■lowly carried off by spontaneous evapora- 
tion, and in the oourse of a few days M 
Millon, perceiving the upper surface to 
get dry, examined the contents of each 
basin, when he found that the superficial 
stratum of mould contained much more 
niter than the lower strata, the difference, 
in some cases, being aa 100 to 1. Even 
the tops of the earthenware pipes were in 
some cases covered with crystals of niter. 
As ammonia is contained in mould togeth- 
er with the humic principle, if the former 
eboull become exhausted, sal ammoniac 
ought to be added. M Millon concludes 
b> observing that the conditions of nitrifi- 
un slated by him are everywhere to be 
are often neglected.

In the medical part of the pam- 
phlet Professor Gabrielli states that the hot 
spring of Le Gellemie, if need with cau- 
tion, by immersions of short duration, will 
cause a saluUry irritation on the skin, re. 
store some supprenaed eruption, produce 
artificial exanthemas, Ac. It is useful ia 
chronic catarrhal affections, muscular rheu- 
matism, contractiona, rigidity of th* joints, 
and paralysis ; it may be applied in the 
form of shower-baths in chronic swellings, 
Ac. The second spring is to be used inter- 
nally in the case of intermittent fevers and 
gastric impeuiments, for which it is cele- 
brated. Experiment has shown that it 
produces beneficial effects in gravel end 
similar complaints. The third spring, the 
temperature of which is rather below 'that 
of the body, ought not to be used by per- 
sons of delicate constitution, and generally 
the immersion should be of short duratioa, 
in which ease it will produce a vital reac- 
tion and promote warmth on the surface of 
the skin, excite the circulation, and exer- 
cise a tonic action in eonsequenee of the 
iron it eonuins. It has been found useful 
in scrofula, and in many cases produces 
the same effect as sea-bathing It may also 
be used internally in eases of dyspepsy, and 
during periods of convalescence afur long 
illnesses ; also in scrofulous affections, and 
obstruction of the liver.
